A.29,06 - BRANDIES shall be of following 3 types, namely 

(a) “GRAPE BRANDY” - Means the alcoholic distillate obtained solely from the 
fermented juice of fresh, ripe and sound grapes. The distillation shall be carried 
out in such a way that the spirit possesses the natural volatile principles already 
present in grapes or formed during fermentation. 

Nole;-In case of brandy made from any fruits other than grapes the names of the fruits 
shall substitute the word “Grape” in the definition, 

(b) “BRANDY” means an alcoholic liquour made from neutral spirit or rectified 
spirit. It shall possess the distinct odour and taste characteristic of Brandy. 

(cj “BLENDED GRAPE BRANDY” means a mixture of atleast 4 percent grape 
brandy with brandy. If any other fruit brandy is used for blending, then the name 
of grape shall be substituted by that fruit. 

Brandies shall be free from sedimentation, added colouring matter except 
caramel, dirt, other foreign matter or any ingredient injurious tohc-aith. It shall also be 
fi ee from chloral hydrate, paraldehyde, ammonium chloride and diazopam. 

Brandv when labelled as “matured” shall be a blend of grapes, spirit, matured 
for not less than three months in wooden vats or barrels. It shall posses the characteristic 
aroma and taste of Brandy. It shall be of amber colour. 
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The ethyl alcohol content of brandies shall be 42.8 percent by volume 1 25 degree 
under proof) at 15/15°c. The limits of variation of ethyl alci^hol content shall oc ± 3.0 
percent of the declared strength

A.29.09 - “TABLE WINES” - Means the product obtained by the 
alcoholic fermentation of fresh grape juice. It shall possess the varietal character 
derived from grapes or from the principles produced during its fermentation. 

Table wines shall be of four types; namely 

“DRY WHITE TABLE WINE AND SWEET WHITE TABLE WHINE” 
means the products obtained by the alcoholic fermentation grapes. The wine 
shall be white to golden pale in colour. 

“DRY RED TABLE WINE AND SWEET RED TABLE WINE . means 
the product obtained by the alcoholic fermentation of red, purple or black grapes 
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or their mixture. The red colour shall come from natural pigments mainly 
amhocyanines present in the grapes. No synthetic colour shall be added to give 
the (ed colour. The wine shall posses distinct red or purple colour. Those having 
pink colour shall be marked as rose wine and not red wine. 

It shall be free from added colouring matter, any unpleasant odour, taste, 
cloudiness, mould and bacterial growth. Table wine may be pasteurised if 
required by the consumers. 

It shall also be free from chloral hydrate, paraldehyde, ammonium 
chloride and diazopam, other foreign matter or any ingredient injurious to 
health.
